OSWALD did not pay hin for any ic£-al service. 
AKD.-cSWS stated shat OS’l^ZcD was concorned because ho could not 
obtain oaployaont and inquired of hia if it would bo possible 
to reopen his bad conduct dischars© with the United States 
~‘ 2 crines. ANDHSV/S also stated he was interested in the 
iaaifjration status of his wife and was concerned with the legal 
question of his catiaenship status and whether he had lost his 
American citizenship in Hussia. .ANDREWS stated that he talhcd 
to OSV/ALD two or three tines and asked OSWALD to bring his 
nilitary discharge papers and his wife's nassnort and'*any 
other documents he might have to his office, but OSV/ALD never 
produced the papers, AHDR2V/S stated that it v/ould cost $25 
or $30 to obtain the necessary military recoro’s of OSV/ALD and • . 
as OSV/ALD did not produce the money to cover this initial 
expense, no action was taken by him. 

ANDREWS advised that ha has searched his mind in an 
effort to identify the persons who came to tho office with 
OSV/ALD and he cannot recall them. Ha stated that ho recalled 
one person v/hom he described as a llexican who claimed he was 
born in Texas, IVom xhe appearance and demeanor of this 
person, ANDREV/S stated he thought him to be a homosexual. 

ANDREV/S stated that he never knew this individual's name but 
that he would sit outside of ANDREV/S' office and wait for'.

OSV.'ALD in Dallas, Texas, for the nurcer of Pres-den>. 

ANDREVfS stated that he told the person that ho would n_yo u 
consider this natter and aado no notes regarding -he c-ii, ^ 

He stated that E3ETRAND did not leave a telephone number bu- 
told hia he would call bin back. 

ANDR2V/S stated that on Sunday ho spoko with SAH 
"i'OinC” ZELDZN, a New Orleans attorney and asked his 
would be interested in assisting in the defense and wnilo 
talking to Z2LDSN a news report came in that OSWALD had boon 

shot. 

ANDREWS stated than it v/as his belief that CL^-Y 
BERTRAND was one of the individuals that had beep in his 
office with OSWALD and the name seems no be ^amiliar bu^, he 
has no idea who CIA.Y BERTRAND is or how he came -o concac- 
him. ANDRSY/S stated that he has no file in his office on 
enhe- OSY/ALD or CL.1Y BERTRAND and he has had his secretary 
mike a thorough search of his records with negative resul-s. 

ANDRSYYS stated that for the past several years he 
h-^s -enresented a number of homosexuals that have been involved 
in minor local violations and he feels that he is well ^f^iown 
to most of the homosexuals in the Prench Quar-er. aa s-ated 
that he had no information that OSY/ALD was a honosexua_. 

AIJDRSV/S stated that he would continue efforts to reeax- any 
additional facts which v/ould enable him to identify Cl»ay 
BERTRAND as a possible associate of LEE OSY/ALD, 

ANDREWS stated that it is well known that^ha has 
been in Hotel Dieu since Thursday, November 21, Re 

stated that he has had to continue a number of Lunicipal 
Court cases and that anyone with connections among -ne^ 
homosexuals in New Orleans could have knovm his loca-ion. 

He stated that BERTRAND could no- have contac-ed his wiio 
or his office and obtained this information. 
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
